GLENGARRY’S MILL. 


A good representation of the farm- 
ers of Glengary and the adjacent 
settlements, met in the Glengarry 
school, on Saturday evening, 2nd 
inst. The object of the meeting was 
to farther consider steps to be taken 
which would result in the erection 
and establishment of a flour mill in 
the most accommodating, and con- 
| venient situation. That the mill is 
an absolute necessity everyone was 
satisfied. That the farmers are will- 
ing to undertake the construction is 
also beyonda doubt. The best pos- 
sible site was a point of considerable 
discussion. Mr. Maloney occupied 
the chair. He did not believe in 
propping up a thing, but in building 
it up along with the prosperity of the 
country. He was glad to see that the 
farmers of this western country were 
marching bravely on the road to pro- 
gress. The erection a mill was a step 
in the right direction ; a necessity in 
the broadest sense of the word. He 
explained the ordinance in reference 
te “an incoporated company.” He 
said that farmers, as a rule, were 
suspicious of new practices, but that 
they might not be afraid to become 
an incorporated company. Unity is 
strength; and its value cannot he 
overestimated. Mr. Timney, as a 
|representative of the committee 
appointed to attend meetings in cer- 
tain other localities, explained in 
a business way, the business tran 
sactions of these meetings. He said 
the main object of this general meet 
ing was for the farmers to decide 
where the mill should be located. 

it was moved by Mr. G. Timney, 
seconded by Mr. Ryan, that it is the 
opinion of this meeting, that Edmon- 
ton is the most desirable site to 
build a mill. 

Moved in amendment bv Mr. R. 
A. McDonald, seconded by Mr. R. R. 
McDonald, that St. Albert is the 
most desirable site te build a mill. 

After censiderable discussion, in 
which much interest developed into 
unbounded enthusiasm, and in which 
much thought and foresight was 
developed, participated in by Messrs. 
Dunivan, Doolan, Timney, Ryan, and 
others, pro and con, a vote was taken 
and stood, St. Albert, 23; Edmonton, 
13. It was, however, agreed to 
allow the poll to remain open 20 days 
in order to give absentees the privilege 
ef expressing their desire on this 
vital point. 

The following provisional directors 
were appointed: Messrs. Maloney, 
R. A. McDonald, G. Timney, Angus 
McDonald, Gee. Ryan. 

Those who wish to poll their vote, 
will signify their desire of either 
location, by their own handwriting, 
when approached by any of the 
directors. 

Moved by Mr. Dunivan, seconded 
by Mr. A. McDonald, that the limit 
of shares be raised from ten (10) to 
twenty-five (25). 

Further resolved, that a copy of 
minutes of this meeting be sent to 
the BuLuEtin office for publication. 

A vote of thanks was tendered the 
chairman, to which he replied in his 
own happy manner.

McKINLEY’S MESSAGE. 


Washington, April 6.—The Presi- 
dent's message is ready, it makes 
8,000 words, and has been approved 
by the cabinet. It recommends arm. 
ed interference by the United States 
—but so far as known without stating 
that this should be immediate—to 
prevent hostilities and provide succor 
for the starving people. It makes an 
argument against the recegnition of 
independence at this time and leaves 
it clear in the opinion of the adminis- 
tration that it is the duty of the govern- 
ment to supervise the affairs of the 
isiand, until in the light of fuller and 
later knowledge a stable government 
can be established. The attitude of 
congress on this policy cannot be fore 
told in advance of its official promul- 
gation in the president’s message. 

A later despateh from Washington, 
of April 7: A change came over the 
Cuban situation yesterday. The gal- 
levies of Congress hall were crowded 
to their utmost capacity with an 
excited throng of people. The sen- 
ators and representatives appeared 


diplomatic corps was in a ferment, 
awaiting the message from President 
McKinley to congress, that might 


mean war. 


When excitement was at 


the very highest pitch, word was pas- 
sed that there would be no message 
to-day. Its suddeness stunned the 
public, who heard the news in distort-

They were lodged in an old 
house, where the glass in the windows 
was broken, and they had to sleep on 
the floor, there being no bedding. 
The house was filthy, and they had to 
pick up straw from the outside on 
which to sleep. There were then over 
300 men at Macleod: They were 
put to work levelling the road, and 
were sert up to the mountains. They 
slept in this old house for three nights 
before the boarding car know as 
“Jumbo” arrived. In this car they 
were all huddled together, each man j 
being allowed a space of three feet by 
six. They had no water with which 
which to wash themselves. The only 
water they |al was from the _reser- 
voir of the locomotive, anc it was 
greasy and dirty. James White was 
sent with others to the pars, but when 
they got there cculd find ro work, 
so tramped back to Macleod. They 
were two days without food, and were 
driven to seli their blankets for some- 
thing to eat. He did not receivea 
dollar for many days’ werk, and 
finished owing the company eight 
cents.

IN THE SENATE, 


In the senate, Senator MacDorald, 
British Columbia, asked if it was the 
intention of the government in 
ing timber berths in Yukon to Je 
a sufficient supply of timber te be 
used by miners as fuel. 

Hon. David Mills said all the tim- 
ber that would be cut on berths to 
which the regulations applied, would 
be used by the population of the Yu- 
kon district. - 

In reply to a question, Hon. David 
Mills said that the lieutenant-gover- 
nor of the Northwest Territories had 
granted permits to take liquor into 
Yukon territory during the past year 
at the request of the department of 
the interior, except in one case, that 
of the North American Transportation 
Co., in which the governor granted a 
permit on his own responsibility. 


Sir Johu Carling moved that a 
special committee of the senate be ap- 
pointed to inquire into the feasibility 
and probable coast of opening up 
direct communication during the pre- 
sent season between the railway sys- 
tem of Canada and the navigable 
waters of the Yukon, and also as to 
the advantages that would fiow 
therefrom to the trade of Canada; 
and that such committee be cemposed 
of Senators Boulten, Bellrose, Cox, 
Drummond, Fiset, Lougheed, McCal- 
lam, MaeDonald, of Victoria, McDon- 
aid, of P. E>1., MacInnes, Ogilvie, 
Perley, Primrose, Wood, and the 
raover, with power to send for per- 
sons, papers and records. 

Explaining his motion Sir John 
said his ebject was to assist the gov- 
ernment and parliament in obtaining 
such information as would enable the 
government to construct this season a 
wagon road into the Yukon from some 
poimt on or near an existing line of 
railway. The reute by way of Ea- 
mouton, he thought, had many ac- 
vantages. It was 1,350 miles long 
but 250 miles of wagon road was 
under construction and would be 
completed this summer from Edmon- 
ton to Peace river. The extension of 
this road 250 miles further to the 
waters of the Pelly river, would give 


| a road and water communication to 


tke Yukon gold fields as well as open 
up the gold-bearing district of the 
Upper Pelly which was said to be as 
rich as the famed Klondike. He 
thought a wagon road or pack trail 
over the 250 miles could be completed 
this summer which would enable 
eattle and supplies to be sent into the 
Yukon country. The government 
had asked in the estimates for $40,000 
to make an exploratory survey of this 
route. He also favored construction 
of a telegraph line from Edmonton to 
Dawson City. He trusted the gov- 
ernment would favor the appointment 
of the committee as he was sure much 
valuable information could be obtain- 
ed which would inform both parlia- 
ment and the country as to the re- 
lative advantages of the various all- 
Canadian routes to the Yukon. 

Hon. David Mills said this inquiry 
was wholly useless for the purpose 
of securing communication with Yukon 
this season. No wagon road could be 
constructed by the Edmonton route 
which eould be finished in time to be 
of any use in securing for Canada 
the trade of that country next sum- 
mer. The easiest and best all-Cana-

: dian route was the one submitted to 


parliament and which was rejected 
by the senate, The senate might, by 
reason of its conservative majority, 
defeat the government's policy, but 
in the past the administration of the 
country has rested with the ministry 
chosen by the people. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell wanted to 
know how it was if the Edmonton 
route was such an impossible one’ this 
season that an item of $40,000 ap- 
pearec fin the estimates to pay for 
an exploratory survey to decide upon 
the most practicable route to Yukon 
through the Peace river country. 

Hon. David Mills said it was never 
intended that the route should be 
explored for immediate use. The 
present resoluticn proposed the ap- 
pointment of a committee to under- 
take an dmpossibility. Finally the 
resolution was amended, by striking 
out the words “during the present 
season ” and carried.
